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REMARKS 

Applicants respectfully request reconsideration of the present application in view of 
the foregoing amendments and in view of the reasons that follow. Applicants submit that the 
rejections for indefmiteness have been overcome by the amended claims. With respect to the 
provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection, applicants request that the Examiner 
withdraw the provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection over Application No. 
10/297,065. With the submission of this response, applicants believe that all outstanding 
rejections have been overcome. MPEP § 804 I. B., reproduced below, states that when a 
provisional double patenting rejection is the only rejection remaining, the Examiner should 
withdraw the rejection and allow the application to issue as a patent. 

The "provisional" double patenting rejection should continue to be made by the 
examiner in each application as long as there are conflicting claims in more than one 
application unless that "provisional" double patenting rejection is the only rejection 
remaining in one of the applications. If the "provisional" double patenting rejection in 
one application is the only rejection remaining in that application, the examiner 
should then withdraw that rejection and permit the application to issue as a patent, 
thereby converting the "provisional" double patenting rejection in the other 
application(s) into a double patenting rejection at the time the one application issues 
as a patent. 

If the "provisional" double patenting rejections in both applications are the only 
rejections remaining in those applications, the examiner should then withdraw that 
rejection in one of the applications (e.g., the application with the earlier filing date) 
and permit the application to issue as a patent. The examiner should maintain the 
double patenting rejection in the other application as a "provisional" double patenting 
rejection which will be converted into a double patenting rejection when the one 
application issues as a patent. 

Applicants believe that the present application is now in condition for allowance. 
Favorable reconsideration of the application as amended is respectfully requested. The 
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Examiner is invited to contact the undersigned by telephone if it is felt that a telephone 
interview would advance the prosecution of the present application.
